The topic under review 
came as a result of recom= 
mendations from Wayne 
Gordon, planner with the

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ive city of Arnheim and 
selected an unmarked Canae 
dian grave on which he laid 
a beautiful wreath on behalf 
of Royal Canadian Legion 
Branch 271, St. Albert, Mr, 
Peeters said that the grave

month while the arena is 
costing us that ridiculous 
amount?’’ 

Mr, Sloane explained that 
the curling rink, because of 
its smaller sized ice plant, 
came under the energy rate 
as per Formula One while 
the arena, (under 75KVA) 
because of its* power hooke 
up, being over 75 KVA, the 
price structure in that case 
came under Formula Two, 
(A KVA was explained to 
be a kilovoltampere. ) 

Cs, Bob Hudson asked how 
could Calgary Power justify 
the discrimination inthe two 
instances, namely $3 per 
month for the curling rink 
and $280 for the arena? Mr, 
Sloane said that those two 
facilities fall into entirely 
different rate structures be- 
cause of the difference in 
ice plants and difference in 
hookup, 

“The Public Utilities 
Board does not permit sea- 
sonal rates anywhere in the 
province for plants such as 
the arena, because the en- 
tire hookup qualifies the 
arena within the Formula 
Two structure,’’ Mr, Sloane 
explained, He continued to 
point out that another factor 
which exists with the arena 
and not with the curling rink 
is the three-metered acc- 
ounts at that facility. Mr. 
Sloane suggested that a 
single meter ought to be 
considered for the sake of 
economy. 

Cs. Lukay asked Mr. 
Sloane if his firm had read 
the arena’s demand meter, 
Mr. Sloane replied that he 
had and explained further 
that the demand meter re- 
gisters over 75 KVA, How 
about disconnecting the 
arena Mayor Gibbon asked? 
To this, Mr. Sloane replied 
that it was permissable to 
disconnect a residence dur- 
ing the summer months then 
charge a reconnect fee on 
request . . . but that does 
not apply to a commercial 
building unless it’s closed, 
vacated or out of business, 

Since the rate differential 
was explained in relation to 
the two power rate formulas, 
Mayor Gibbon asked for the 
reasoning behind the dis- 
criminating structure, At 
this point, Mr. Sloane gave 
up the floor and asked Mr. 
Elliott to step into the breach 

Mr, Elliott attempted to 
nail a reason down by point- 
ing out that the power com- 
pany’s investment in the 
case of aresidence was per- 
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haps $200 while the invest- 
ment in a 75 KVA hookup 
was in the thousands of dol- 
lars, ‘Therefore, that is 
one of the main reasons 
why a facility such as the 
arena must be kept on a 
demand meter,’’ Mr, Ell- 
iott said, 

‘*That’s exactly where I 
feel your company {s guilty 
of gross discrimination,’’ 
Mayor Gibbon said, I fail to 
see the justice in your rate 
structure, Mayor Gibbon 
charged, because to me it 
only stands to reason that 
your firm is making an un- 
just profit with your rate 
structure as it exists, May- 
or Gibbon continued his ar- 
gument by simply pointing 
out the fact that according 
to the structure presently 
in use a dwelling might draw 
3KVA for 12 months while 
the arena 75 KVA for six 
months and the other six 
months falls into the $280 
flat rate. 


“Your making money 
when the arena is operat- 
ing,’’ said Mayor bbon 


*tand still making money 
when the arena is inopera- 
tive.’’ I can readily under- 
stand why your firm will 
disconnect a residence but 
not a facility such as the 
arena, the mayor concluded. 

On that note Cs. John 
Bakker made his motion 


which was carried unani- 
mously.

Train Spotters enjoy 
yellow rail liner 


By Keith Robinson 

The current series of ro- 
tating railstrikes has rather 
Gurtailed the activities of 
the Albert train spotters, 
However two items of in- 
terest have been noted, Fir- 
stly, just before the strike, 
the ballast on the embank- 
ment at Lions Park was 
completed with atop layer of 
finer ballast laid over the 
coarse ballast holding the 
ties in place, A work car 
very similar to a snow 
plough with large blades ex- 
tending on each side, graded 
the ballast to the correct 
level, 

Secondly, a bright yellow 
rail liner has been seen 
twice, This was a real treat 
for the train spotters of St. 
Albert and a curiosity for 
many residents, The rail 
liner is a track testing car, 
built, operated and main- 
tained by Sperry Limited. 
The car tests the track 
whilst on the move using an 
ultra high frequency system 
that detects track and ball- 
ast faults, 

The Sperry rail service 
operates throughout the 
North American continent 
except for the Santa Fe Rail 
Road which prefers to use 
its own method of detecting 
faults, This rail road uses a 
magnetic flux system, 

Train spotters have noti- 
ced a considerable number 
of young people ranging from 
about 10 - 18 years old 
throwing rocks and other 
missiles at moving trains 
and touching the cars as they 
move past at railwaycross- 
ings. All cars and engines 

have projections which can 
very easily catch hands and

Rocks thrown at moving

Former M.D. Councillor 
expresses strong concern 


on city annexation plan 


George Wilson of Horse- 
hill district who formerly 
served for seven years as a 
councillor for MD Sturgeon, 
and three of those years as 
a representative on the Ede 
monton Regional Planning 
Commission, has advised 
the Hon, Dave Russell, mini- 
ster of Municipal Affairs, 
that he is ‘extremely con- 
cerned about what could hap- 
pen if the City of Edmonton 
was allowed to extend its 
boundaries as they are now 
attempting to do.’’ 

In a letter to the minister 
Mr, Wilson questions wheth- 
er the city realizes what a 
great area the proposal 
would cover, (extending the 
boundaries for two and later 
four miles), The city area 
will be extended from the 
present 121.4 square miles 
to_300 square miles at end 
of phase two of the annexa- 
tion proposal, 

I am sure, said Mr, Wil- 
son, that the land in the 
outer area of the annexation 
would become stagnant to 
its owners until the city 
was prepared to use it - 
‘fifty years or more’’ are 
the mayor’s own words, He 
pointed out that most of this 
land is owned by older people 
and it is their hope to reale 
ize their future years of 
retirement, 

Mr. Wilson stated that 
after the 1971 annexation it 
was the opinion of the city 
that they would have enough 
land to expand to four times 
their size, He also express- 


ed his hope to the minister 
that the new Boundaries 
Commission is ‘‘not an end 
to passing responsibility for 
such an important decision 
onto a non-governmental 
committee, ’’ 

“There is no doubt that 
the city is badly adminis- 
tered and planned”’ said Mr, 
Wilson, ‘‘and it is my per- 
sonal opinion that the city 
really wants the Strathcona 
industrial revenue - not all 
the land they are talking 


about, ’’ 

He felt the Alberta Bill of 
Rights should apply if the 
city is allowed any land, so 
that there would be no cone 
fiscation without remunera- 
tion, 

Mr. Wilson concluded his 
submission by saying that 
“This matter will receive 
strong opposition from land 
owners as well as the local 
governments concerned, and 
will be fought to a bitter 
end,’’ 


Regional Study Concept 
Poised For Expansion 


A resolution evolved from 
the regional study meeting 
held here July 31 with re- 
presentatives from the 
counties of Strathcona and 
Parkland, the Municipal 
District of Sturgeon plus 
the towns of Fort Saskat- 
chewan and St, Albert. 

Representatives from all 
five centres agreed that the 
minutes of the July 31 meet- 
ing be circulated to other 
regional municipalities such 
as Leduc, Spruce Grove, 
Devon, Morinville and so 
on, 

Purpose of the resolution 
is to invite a larger seg- 
ment of the region into sub- 
scribing to the regional 
study concept, 

“We agreed,’’ said Mayor 
Ray Gibbon, ‘‘To circulate 
the minutes of our initial 


meeting and thus attempt to 
invite those other neighbor- 
ing municipalities to parti- 
cipate in a regional study, 
which we hope will lead 
the way towards uniting the 
entire region surrounding 
Edmonton against annexa- 
tion,’”’ 

Mayor Gibbon admitted 
that a subsequent regional 
study meeting is envisioned, 
including more than the five 
municipalities who met here 
last week, but declined to 
predict when such a meeting 
might be held.

Minister replies to Dent 
on annexation proposal 


The Hon, D, J, Russell, 
minister of municipal aff- 
airs, has advised Mayor 
Dent by letter August 7 on 
points of ‘‘major concern’’ 
after studying the submiss- 
ion by Edmonton called ‘*The 
Future of This City.’’ The 
proposal, requesting a 
mammoth two-stage ann- 
exation of land, has touched 
off a wave of outrage in 
neighboring communities 
and municipalities, 

The minister said he was 
unable to find reference to 
the author and asked the 
mayor who wrote the sub- 
mission, ‘‘In my opinion,’ 
said Mr, Russell, ‘‘some of 
the statements contained in 
it are quite argumentative 
and could lead to concluse 
ions based on opinion, rather 
than fact, Statements of this 
nature appear throughout the

document,’’ He also said it 
would be essential to ascere 
tain the views of St, Albert, 
Sherwood Park and other 
municipalities involved to 
see if they in fact wish to 
become part of Edmonton, 

Mr, Russell also told Ma- 
yor Dent that the recommen- 
dation contained in the 
report appears to be ‘‘Far 
removed from the direction 
of the last discussion held on 
city boundaries.’’ To re- 
fresh his memory the mini- 
ster enclosed copies ofcore 
respondence between hime 
self and the mayor following 
the March discussions, 

The minister’s letter 
summarized the main points 
arising from that meeting: 

1) It is possible that per- 
haps the outer ring road 
might be considered as the 
Edmonton city boundary ra-

ther than the Hanson line, 

2) If such were to be the 
case, the City would require 
from the Province a state- 
ment and the necessary leg= 
islation guaranteeing pro- 
tective zoning for the exist- 
ing rural and developingur= 
ban areas surrounding and 
adjacent to the proposed ring 
road location, 

3) If the City and the Pro- 
vince were able to reach 
agreement on the foregoing, 
then the City would be able 
to proceed through the Local 
Authorities Board with 
smaller annexations which 
in total would be limited to 
within the ring road location, 
Specifically, the initial 
smaller annexations could 
deal with the City’s rather 
pressing problems regard- 
ing warehouse servicing and 
industrial land, 

In reply Mayor Dent stat- 
ed he was ‘‘most satisfied’’ 
with the meeting and that the 
City was continuing to look 
at the situation carefully.

Each zone association 
pays the costs of an audi- 
torium, trophies and travel 
costs for executives and ad- 
judicators to the zone festi- 
val plus a fee to the Alberta 
High School Drama Asso= 
ciation each year, This fee 
supports an annual Drama 
Seminar in Banff, Adjudica- 
tion is provided by the De- 
partment of Culture, Youth 
and Recreation, 

In addition every effort 
is made to provide scholar- 
ships to assist students or 
teachers from each zone in 
attending the Provincial 
Drama Seminars held each 
year in August, usually in 
Banff, Forty dollars for a 
student or $80 for a teacher 
pays tuition, room and board 
for the two week seminar.

and the Sioux invasion 


The years 1876 and 1877 
were trying times in the 
history of the North West 
Mounted Police, because of 
the problems brought about 
by the sudden immigration 
of American Sioux fugitives 
into the Northwest Terri- 
tories, Coming to Canada 
with American troops hot 
on their trail, most of them 
took refuge in the Red Rive 
er district of Manitoba, At 
Jength there were over 700 
lodges, or about 6,000 people 
who had crossed the border, 

Except for minor colli- 
sions with the Salteaux Ine 
dians of Red Lake, the Sioux 
behaved very well, They set~ 
tled down on their chosen 
plots, engaged in farming, 
trapping, hunting, and make 
ing themselves amenable to 
the authorities, In 1874, a 
truce was declared between 
the Sioux and the Salteaux, 
The governments then alle 
otted the Sioux of Red River 
(as well as those of the 
Turtle Mountains) some ree 
serves. The Sioux were 
clearly informed that this 
was an act of grace, and 
that they had no claim on 
the Queen’s government, 

The Custer Massacre in 
the summer of 1876 compli- 
cated the situation, As a 
matter of history, Custer 
and his troops were decimae 
ted, and Sitting Bull and his 
tribe fled to refuge in Canada 
In May of 1877, they crossed 
the border, Other large 
bands of Sioux, fearing ree 
prisal from the angered Ame 
erican government, crossed 
the border soon after, The 
immediate question which 
faced the Police was how 
this large influx of Sioux 
would affect the peace-keepe 
ing resident Indians, But, 
because of the kind treate 
ment afforded them by the 
Canadian government, the 
Blackfeet and other tribes 
refused Sitting Bull’s proe 
mises of mules, horses and 
other loot taken in battle 
with the ‘‘white’’ men of 
Canada, 

Sitting Bull, incensed with 
this lack of co-operation, 
nevertheless crossed the 
border, intending to exter- 
minate the whites, and then 
to attack the other Indian 
tribes, These other tribes 
were assured by the NVMP 
that they would be suppore 
ted in case of attack, 

Sitting Bull, however, did 
not attack for lack of allies, 
He set up his camp near Fort 
Walsh and awaited develop= 
ments, The NW MP, with Ase 
sistant-Commissioner Ir 
Vine foremost, began nego- 
tiations to induce the rene= 
gades to return to the States 
and surrender tothe author 
ities, At these interviews 
the Bull was confronted with 
American delegates, whose 
advances he repelled, The 
Bull also made known his 
grievances, The Bull claim 
ed the protection of the 
“White Mother” (The Queen) 
upon whose mercy he and 
lus tribes threw themselves, 
Colonel Irvine assured him 
that the “White Mother’’ 
Would protect the Sioux while 
they remained in Canada so 
long as they behaved thems 
Selves, but he also added 
that the government did not 


intend to grant them pere 
manent residence, 

A conference was arrane 
ged between the Bull and 
the American Commissione 
ers, McNeill and Terry, at 
Fort Walsh, It was doubte 
ful for a while that Sitting 
Bull would appear, partly 
due to his distrust of the 
Americans, and also due to 
the fact that many Sioux 
who had escaped from the 
Americans were in bad 
Shape from beatings, Hawe 
ever, Inspector Walsh ree 
assured them of their safety 
with the NWMP, and the 
Sioux proceeded to the fort, 

Terry suggested that the 
band should go back to their 
reservation and yield up 
their horses and arms in 
return for a supply of catte 
le, The Bull, not trusting 
them, refused the offer. 

For the next four years, 
the NWMP had their hands 
full with looking after their

ishing at an alarming rate 
because of the great numb- 
ers of Indians, and it was 
absolutely imperative that 
the Sioux be sent over the 
border as quickly as poss- 
ible, before full-scale fame 
ine set in, 

The burden was large up= 
on the Police, Once at Wood 
Mountain, the Police found 


six Salteaux Indians dead 
and scalped near their post, 
Another Salteaux, who had 
witnessed the murder cone 
firmed the belief that the 
killers were Sioux, Sergeant 
McDonald immediately went 
to the Sioux camp, explained 
the law to them, and pro« 
ceeded to arrest the murd- 
erers, try them for their 
crimes, and finally hung 
them, This made a large 
impression on Sitting Bull, 

Throughout the year 1880, 
Superintendent Crozier of 
the NW MP confined his atte 
ention to the minor chiefs 
of the band, dwelling on the 
possibilities of starvation 
and other hardships tocome 
in the near future, Through 
this he weakened the Bull’s 
influence in the council, 
Some of these chiefs even 
deserted the Bi:ll and headed 
for the States, This defection 
was what finally changed 
Sitting Bull’s mind, In July 
of 1881, the formal surrene 
der was made at Fort Buf- 
ord, U.S, A, 

This incident in North 
West Mounted Police history 
shows us the importance of 
the force while Canada was 
still in the developing stage, 
Through the courageous and 
thoughtful work of the men 
of Fort Walsh, an internae 
tional crisis was resolved,

We have received well 
over 700 questionnaires in 
the last several weeks and 
again I want to thank those

of the respondents favored 
a ‘'90 day freeze on prices,

You will probably not be 
surprised to know that 71.0% 
of the respondents were 
aware of the Lalonde Family 
Allowance Program which 
will, in effect, provide bene-~ 
fits which are taxable to all 
families of $20 monthly per 
child. Hcwever, 25.0% of 
the respondents were not 
aware of the program and a 
further 4.0% gave no reply, 
About 44,0% of those people 
who answered believe that 
all Canadians should receive 
this assistance rather than 
only those who need it most, 
H-wever, 49.2% of the res- 
pondents feel that benefits 
should go to those who really 
need it most, Again, 6.8% 
of the respondents gave no 
answer, Finally, 14.0% of
